The most important observations re- 
lated to the amount of carbon motioxide

This does not make carbon monoxide in 
any harmful quantity so long as the 
flame touches no metal and so long as 
the supply of gas is right. If the gas 
is turned on so that the flame roars. or 
after there are strony drafts, carbon 
monoxide is found.

Metal enclosed blue flame heaters do 
not make detectable amounts of carbon 
monoxide if they are burning right. If 
the gas is turned on too strong and the 
flames come through the holes, they do. 

Asbestos back, yellow-blue flame heat- 
ers produce dangerous quantities of car- 
bon monoxide. When these heaters are

used without a guard, they are lese dan- 
gerous. 

Radiant, nonluminous, flame heaters 
were safe when the radiants glowed only 
three-fourths of their length from the 
bottom and when the air iniet to the 
flame was set just right.

One—Russian money and propagan- 
da and leadership are entirely respon- 
sible for the great Communist gains in 
Germany, where the Communist vote 
was increased sevenfold at the recent 
election. He says this is Moscow’s big- 
gest victory in years. 

Two— The soviets paved the way for 
a labor government in England. 
Prime Minister MacDonald is a pure 
opportunist,” adds M. Zinovieff, but 
labor maintains its step towards com- 
munism in England. 

Three—The Communist party claims 
vast gains in India and China, and is 
now one of the big parties in Japan,
